MEDICAL REPORT ON LAI-CHI- 
Kok HOSPITAL. 
The following is the report by the medical 
men referred to in the Permanent Com- 


mitteo’s letter to the Government yesterday 
on the Eni-chi-kok Hospital difficulty :— 


Government Civil Hospital, 
-g, Hongkong, 2nd July, 1884. 

Sir, We have the benour to report that 
on Saturday Surgeoh-Major Jimes and Dr 
J, A. Lowson were made scqua:nted at the 
meeting of the Permanent Committee of the 
Sanitary Board with the Honourable tho 
Ovlonial Secretary's lester anent the re- 
mevel of Obinese plague patients from 
Hongkong w Lai-chi-kok Hospital. 

We respectfully request you to forward 
this protest against such a course being 
followed for the folowing reasons :~ 

Loi chi-kwk is only a short dis'ance from 
British Kowloon, and we have nu power to 
insist upon sanitary precautions boih as re- 
garda hygiene of the Hospital and its ear- 
roundings and burial of the dead. Lt is 
within our knowledge tlat bodies of those 
who have died from plegue hare been 


*) The valley in which « 


buried slmost within fifty yards of the 
British frontier, and also that the inter- 
ments in the Hospital Cemetery ara not 
properly carried out, the graves being only 
about two feetdeep. There is no assurance 
that the dead will not be buried elsawhera 
than in the prpsoot cemetery in which 
there is little spice for future barisl, and 
we know that budies are heing deposited 
about the nsighbvurhood in considerabla 
namboeks. The Hospital is only capable of 
accommodating (80 patients with proper 
tegard to hygiene. Any considerable 
addition to the number of sick in 
it, such as would occur under the 
artangementeuggested will make its present 
highly inganitary condition more deplor- 
able. The presenca of this hospital at Lsi- 
chi-kokis and will be a standing menace to 
the health of the Colony for years to come, 
No propor gteps for efficient burial in quick.

the existing juncture, It is only by this

Dr Lowsou and Dr James have coneult~ 
ed me aver the draft of ibis report, as I was 
abacnt from illness when the meeting waa 
held on Saurday, June 80, and in whet 
they have said I entirely concuc, Dr 
Border in his remarke at tho meoting of 
medical men in the Qounci! Chambor lately 
aaid distinetiy that the trouble at Pakboi 
was from the outlying tillages, where the 
plague was continually breaking out, and it 
was over and over again brought into Pak- 
hoi and so became endemic. 

Tho only thing we can d> is to keep our 
possessions elvan and in good order, and 
now is our opportunily tu upke ail the 
necessary arradgrmonts and to apagially en- 
force them, Qvttainly my thioge will 
not be proved by the Chinese that are 
absolutely necessary, and one is strict house- 
to-house visttatinn ; but the question 
is—are they to rule us or we thom ? 
Up to the present the Building Or- 
dinance, the Health Ordinance, and 
others all sacktuwledged to be of tha 
utmost importance to the welfare of the 
Colony and passed yours ago, have owing 
to Chinese prejudices practically buen dead 
Jottera, and the laws a anbhject uf ridicule, 
from whioh we are now sulfering the con- 
sequetices, I aso nothing to add to the 
enclosed report on the present state of 
affairs, except that from observations made 
daily the hospital at Lai-chi'kok is duily 
becoming more filthy, and ia fact resembles 
what the Glas Works became’ under 
Chinese superintendence. We merely wish 
to place our opinions on record, in ‘which 
all the medical professara in the Colony 
concur,

Parcels uct excoeding 11 ibs. in weight 
are received in Hongkong and at British 
Post Offices in China, for transmission to 
the United Kingdom by P. & O, Packet 
wid Gibraléar, No‘ parcel is sent with the 
Overland Mail vid Brindisi, Parcels there- 
fore arrive in London about eight days later 
than the Mail.
